His majesty's ship Donegal arrived at Portsmouth 
from Lisbon on the 13th June, having on board Don 
Cartos, his wife, three children, and suite, to the 
number of sixty individuals,including Bishops,Monks 
Generals, &c. He has positively.refused to.sign an 
agreement, similar to that of Don Miguel, relative to 
Portugal—not to return to Spain, nor in any way to 
interfere with the affairs of the Peninsula. liap- 
pears that as the Don obtained refuge on board the 
Donegal without any restrictions, he is at liberty to 
shape his course as he thinks proper. When the 
Donegal left the Tagus, Don Miguel was on board the 
British Frigate Stag, and was to proceed to Genoa on 
his way tothe Austrian States, witere it is said he in- 
tends to reside in future. 


The Portuguese Government have issued four im- 
portant and popular degrees. The first convokes th 
Cortes; the second abolishes convents of every des. 
cription, confiscates their property, and makes th 
whole monastic revenue applicable to state purposes 
the third abolishes the monopoly of the Douro Win 
Company ; and the fourth expels from the House 0 
Peers of Portugal, all noblemen who had acknowl 
edged the legitimacy of Don Miguel.
